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ALBERTA  ECONOMIC  INDICATORS 


THE  CANADIAN  ECONOMY 


Canada  is  leading  the  world’s  large  industrial 
nations  in  terms  of  growth.  Third  quarter 
growth  figures  for  the  Canadian  economy 
continue  to  be  strong.  Real  Gross  Domestic 
Product  (GDP)  — the  broadest  measure  of 
domestic  production  — grew  at  an  annual- 
ized rate  of  4.7  per  cent  in  the  third  quarter; 
second  quarter  for  1994  was  revised  upward 
to  6.7  per  cent.  Real  GDP  for  1994  is  fore- 
cast at  4.2  per  cent,  almost  double  the  2.2 
per  cent  figure  achieved  last  year.  The  fore- 
casts for  1995  and  1996  (see  bar  graph)  are 
also  favourable,  with  increases  of  3.7  and  3.4 
respectively.

Growth  across  the  country  continues  to  be 
led  by  exports  of  merchandise,  which  have 
increased  17.8  per  cent  in  the  first  nine 
months  of  1994  from  a year  ago. 


THE  ALBERTA  ECONOMY 


According  to  recent  reports  by  the  chief 
economists  of  one  of  Canada's  largest 
banks,  Alberta  will  lead  Canada’s  growth 
over  the  next  five  years.  In  mid-November 
1994,  the  Scotiabank  economist  made  the 
prediction,  saying  that  the  growth  will  be 


attributable  to  continued  strong  natural  gas 
sales,  a growing  forest  industry,  low  taxes 
and  a low  Canadian  dollar. 

The  adverse  affects  on  the  economy  result- 
ing from  government  spending  cuts  were 
more  than  compensated  by  high  activity  lev- 
els in  oil  and  gas  drilling,  exploration  and 
production. 

Indeed,  the  strong  performance  of  the 
Alberta  economy  has  generated  higher  than 
forecasted  revenues.  Recent  newspaper  arti- 
cles have  predicted  that  the  Alberta  govern- 
ment may  balance  its  budget  this  fiscal  year 
(1994/95)  — two  years  ahead  of  schedule. 
Moreover,  a budget  surplus  could  be  posted 
in  1995/96. 


TOURISM  IN  CANADA 
AND  ALBERTA 


The  weak  Canadian  dollar  is  giving  the  $26 
biliion-a-year  Canadian  tourism  industry  a 
real  boost.  During  the  third  quarter  of  1994, 
foreign  visitors  spent  a record  $2.5  billion  in 
Canada,  up  2.4  per  cent  from  the  second 
quarter  1994  and  the  eighth  consecutive 
quarterly  increase. 

The  Canadian  dollar,  valued  around  71  cents 
U.S.,  has  added  to  the  attractiveness  of 
Canada  as  a vacation  spot  for  foreigners.  As 
well,  its  low  value  has  served  to  discourage 
Canadians  from  traveling  outside  of  their 
country. 

Indeed,  visits  to  Alberta  by  international 
tourists  were  up  this  summer  over  1993.  The 
number  of  foreign  visitors  to  the  province 
increased  5.4  per  cent  in  August  1994  com- 
pared to  August  1993. 
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CONSTRUCTION  IN  ALBERTA 


EMPLOYMENT  IN  CANADA 
AND  ALBERTA 


The  Alberta  Construction  Association  paints 
a strong  financial  picture  for  the  province  in 
1995.  The  Association  predicts  that  the  value 
of  contracts  will  top  $9.8  billion  in  1995,  up 
from  $9.27  billion  in  1994  — a 4.0  percent 
increase. 

Some  of  the  largest  construction  projects 
scheduled  for  Alberta  in  1995  are  in  the  for- 
est industry.  For  example,  Tolko  Industries 
Ltd.  is  building  a $100  million  strand  board 
plant  at  High  Prairie  and  Ainsworth  Lumber 
Co.  Ltd.  is  building  a $130  million  plant  at 
Grande  Prairie. 

The  surging  oil  and  gas  industry  has  resulted 
in  Imperial  Oil  Ltd.  announcing  a $240  million 
expansion  at  its  heavy  oil  operation  near 
Cold  Lake.  Meanwhile,  Suncor  has  started  its 
plan  to  invest  $220  million  in  capital  and 
Syncrude  has  had  $2  billion  in  expansion 
approved  by  the  federal  government. 


VALUE  OF  MANUFACTURING 
SHIPMENTS 


Manufacturing  activity  in  Alberta  is  continu- 
ing its  upward  trend.  Total  shipments  of  $2.2 
billion  were  recorded  for  the  month  of  August 
1994.  This  marked  an  increase  of  23.3  per 
cent  over  August  1993,  with  gains  posted  in 
all  major  categories. 

Alberta’s  value  of  manufacturing  shipments 
was  16.9  per  cent  higher  for  the  period 
January  to  August  1994  over  the  same  peri- 
od in  1993,  the  highest  rate  of  growth  in 
Canada  (see  bar  chart  below).

The  employment  picture  in  Canada  has 
improved  significantly  over  the  past  several 
months,  particularly  in  November  1994, 
which  witnessed  a gain  of  95,000  jobs 
across  the  country.  The  gains  were  all  in  full 
time  jobs  as  part  time  employment  dropped 
5,000  in  the  month.  Gains  were  primarily 
made  in  the  services  sector,  especially 
trade,  transportation,  communications,  and 
business  services. 

Alberta’s  unemployment  rate  declined  from 
8.2  per  cent  in  August  1994  to  7.0  per  cent  in 
September,  the  lowest  rate  in  the  past  three 
years  and  the  second  lowest  in  Canada;  well 
below  the  national  rate  of  9.1  per  cent  (see 
table  below).  Only  Saskatchewan  had  a 
lower  rate  (5.6  per  cent).

DEFENCE  RESEARCH  ESTABLISHMENT  SUFFIELD  (DRES) 


The  Defence  Research  Establishment 
Suffield  (DRES)  is  one  of  several  laboratories 
operated  by  the  Department  of  National 
Defenoe  providing  a scientifio  base  in  sup- 
port of  military  planning,  equipment  aequisi- 
tion  and  maintenance,  and  operations. 
Located  some  50  kilometers  west  of 
Medicine  Hat,  DRES  is  responsible  for 
research  and  development  in  the  fields  of 
Chemioal  and  Biologioal  Defenoe  and 
Military  Engineering. 

Recent  products  of  the  researeh  programs 
inolude  systems  for  the  deteetion  of  ohemioal 
and  biologioal  (CB)  agents;  antidotes  and 
other  medical  countermeasures  following 
exposure  to  CB  agents;  protective  clothing; 
unmanned  vehicles  for  use  as  targets,  reeon- 
naissance  and  mine  deteetion;  and  a variety 
of  novel  applications  of  explosive  technology 
for  mine  clearing  and  military  demolitions. 

An  integral  element  of  the  DRES  program  is 
its  partnership  with  industry  and  university 
researchers.  The  objective  of  these  partner- 
ships is  to  ensure  that  DRES  teehnology  is 
transferred  from  the  laboratory  for  exploita- 
tion in  both  defence  and  civilian  applications. 
These  partnerships  are  supported  by  direet 
eontracts,  collaboration  between  scientific 
teams  and  access  to  oritioal,  unique  facilities 
belonging  to  DRES. 

Suoh  facilities  include  the  largest  experimen- 
tal test  range  in  Canada,  flash  x-ray  and 
associated  photo  instrumentation  for  captur- 
ing high  speed  explosive  events,  recently 
updated  chemical  and  biological  contain- 
ment laboratories  and  a variety  of  special- 
ized analytical  equipment. 

DRES  is  also  oommitted  to  ensuring  that  the 
benefits  of  oommercially  developed  teehnolo- 
gies  are  made  available  to  the  Canadian 
Forces  in  a timely  and  effective  manner.  It 


therefore  eneourage  Inquires  from  prospec- 
tive industrial  and  university  partners  from  the 
perspective  of  what  oan  be  transferred  in  and 
what  can  be  transferred  out  of  its  laboratory. 
Collaboration  oan  be  arranged  at  whatever 
level  of  formality  is  deemed  appropriated. 

DRES  foresee  a high  degree  of  synergism 
between  defense  and  the  applications  of 
teohnology  to  industrial,  mine  and  pipeline 
safety;  human  and  animal  health;  environ- 
mental monitoring;  handling  and  transporta- 
tion of  dangerous  goods  and  destruction  of 
toxic  materials. 

Currently,  several  companies  have  developed 
eommereial  operations  in  Medicine  Hat  as  a 
result  of  strategio  allianoes  formed  with  DRES 
to  develop  oomplimentary  technologies.  Of 
note  is  Bristol  Aerospace  Ltd.  which  has 
established  a target  systems  division.  Several 
other  looal  technology  oompanies  that  have 
contracted  with  DRES  to  diversify  into 
other  sectors,  products  and  services 
are  featured  in  the  strategic  alliance  section  of 
this  publication,  namely:  Combustion 
Dynamics  Ltd.;  Western  Diversified 
Technologies  Ltd.;  and  SciLab  Consulting  Inc.

Hughes  Aircraft  of  Canada  Limited  was 
established  in  1989  as  a wholly-owned  sub- 
sidiary of  Hughes  Aircraft  Company  which  is 
itself  a unit  of  General  Motors  Hughes 
Electronics. 

Hughes  Canada  provides  a comprehensive 
range  of  products  and  services  for  the  high 
technology  market.  Through  its  divisions, 
Hughes  Canada  is  building  on  its  parent  com- 
pany’s record  of  achievement,  offering  lead- 
ing-edge solutions  in  air  traffic  control  and  air- 
space management,  information  systems  and 
systems  integration,  microwave  transmission, 
optics-based  technologies  and  systems  engi- 
neering, as  well  as  radar,  avionics  and  simu- 
lator service  and  support. 

Hughes  Canada  Systems  Division  is  located 
in  Richmond,  British  Columbia  and  produces 
some  of  the  world’s  most  advanced  air  traffic 
control  systems.  Presently,  the  Division  is 
modernizing  Canada’s  air  traffic  control  sys- 
tem under  a Transport  Canada  contract  to 
design  and  build  the  Canadian  Automated  Air 
Traffic  System  (CAATS).  The  Division  is 
automating  the  nation’s  air  traffic  control  flight 
data  processing  capability,  and  supplying  air 
traffic  controllers  with  integrated,  high-perfor- 
mance workstations.  Using  large-surface, 
high  resolution  displays  and  colour  graphics, 
the  Hughes  common  controller  workstations 
combine  radar  and  flight  data  displays  and 
replace  many  manual  operations  with  auto- 
mated functions,  including  flight  path  assur- 
ance and  conflict  probe.

The  Division  is 
experienced  in  the  applications  for  opto- 
mechanical devices  and  systems  and  meets 
all  recognized  industry  and  military  specifica- 
tions in  developing  products  and  systems  to 
function  in  the  ultraviolet,  visible  and  infrared 
regions  of  the  spectrum.  High  performance  is 
assured  through  the  Division’s  intense 
research  and  development  effort,  the  applica- 
tion of  advanced  computers  for  design  and 
manufacturing  engineering,  and  a sophisti- 
cated precision  manufacturing  facility. 
Computer-based  in-plant  test  facilities  ensure 
quality  control  of  all  products. 

Hughes  Canada  Services  and  Support 
Division  is  also  located  in  Calgary  and  is 
quickly  becoming  a leading  supplier  of  a 
comprehensive  range  of  product  support  ser- 
vices for  a variety  of  high  technology  sys- 
tems in  Canada  and  abroad.

Camelot  Superabsorbents  Ltd.,  a new  spe- 
cialty polymer  company,  is  in  the  advanced 
stages  of  the  commercial  development  of 
an  unique  superabsorbent  fiber.  Super- 
absorbents are  relatively  new  materials  con- 
sisting of  polymers  that  have  been  modified 
to  give  them  the  ability  to  absorb  and  retain 
large  quantities  of  water,  urine  or  blood.  They 
are  primarily  used  in  personal  hygiene  prod- 
ucts, medical  fabrics  and  a variety  of  special- 
ty industrial  applications.  Their  major  applica- 
tion to  date  has  been  in  infant  diapers  where 
powdered  superabsorbents  are  enclosed  in 
non-woven  structures  to  absorb  urine. 

In  1993,  Camelot  acquired  the  Fibersorb® 
technology  from  ARCO  Chemical  Company 
and  an  inventory  of  100  thousand  pounds  of 
fiber  for  market  and  applications  development. 
From  Dupont,  Camelot  acquired  a commercial 
scale  fiber  production  line  with  a potential 
capacity  of  25  million  pounds  per  annum  and 
a semi-commercial  production  line  capable  of 
producing  250  to  300  thousand  pounds  per 
annum  for  commercial  development. 

The  use  of  superabsorbents  has  grown  from 
virtually  zero  in  the  early  1980’s  to  around 
400,000  tonnes  per  annum  ($1  billion  US) 
worldwide  today.  The  market  trend  to  thinner, 
more  comfortable  personal  hygiene  products 
is  continuing  to  spur  the  growth  of  superab- 
sorbent usage.  Worldwide  growth  is  expected 


to  continue  at  5 to  10  percent  per  year 
through  to  the  year  2000. 

The  powdered  form  of  currently  available 
superabsorbents  limits  their  application. 
Finished  products  using  powders  are  com- 
plex and  placement  of  the  powders  for  the 
most  effective  utilization  is  difficult  as  they 
tend  to  shift  and  hinder  absorption  once  their 
surface  is  wetted.

The  fiber  absorbs  faster,  offers  higher 
absorption  capacity  and  maintains  its  efficien- 
cy even  at  very  high  concentrations  and  den- 
sities. Most  importantly,  the  fiber  offers  prod- 
uct designers  new  opportunities  for  overall 
product  improvement,  simplification,  and  cost 
reduction. 

Camelot  intends  to  target  the  newer,  high 
growth,  higher  margin  segments  markets  and 
focus  on  applications  and  customers  where 
Fibersorb  brings  a distinct  and  valued  perfor- 
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mance  benefit.  Camelot’s  Fibersorb  target 
markets  are  products  for  adult  incontinence, 
feminine  hygiene  and  selected  medical, 
industrial  and  horticultural  applications. 

Adult  incontinence  products  have  emerged 
into  mainstream  marketing  in  recent  years  as 
a result  of  a growing  aging  population. 
Customers  value  performance  and  appear- 
ance and  the  use  of  fiber  provides  significant 
improvements  in  both  these  areas. 
Superabsorbent  usage  in  this  market  is  esti- 
mated at  30  million  pounds  per  annum  today 
and  is  expected  to  increase  at  an  annual  rate 
of  15  percent  over  the  next  decade. 

Like  incontinence,  feminine  hygiene  is  a tar- 
get opportunity  for  Fibersorb.  Customers 
demand  profile  for  external  feminine  hygiene 
napkins  is  comfort  and  security  which 
equates  to  thin,  non-leaking  structures.  The 
superabsorbent  fiber  presents  new  opportuni- 
ties to  create  new  product  designs  and  airlaid 
core  producing  technologies  are  ideal  for  the 
incorporation  of  superabsorbent  fiber.

VINYL  ACETATE  EXPANSION 

An  expansion  to  the  glycol  plant  in 
Joffre,  Prentiss  II,  was  opened 
September  8,  1994,  as  a joint  venture 
among  three  world  business  leaders. 
Union  Carbide,  Mitsui  and  Company, 
and  Far  Eastern  Textile  Ltd.  are  the 
partners  in  the  project,  known  as  the 
Alberta  and  Orient  Glycol  Company 
Ltd.  which  will  use  the  plant  to 
become  one  of  the  world’s  leaders  in 
glycol  manufacturing.  The  plant  will 
produce  660,000  pounds  of  glycol 
per  year,  bringing  the  total  capacity 
at  the  site  to  1.3  billion  pounds  annu- 
ally and  create  35  permanent  jobs. 

Most  of  the  glycol  product  at  the  plant 
will  be  used  in  the  multi-billion  dollar 
Asian  market.  Glycol  is  the  principal 
ingredient  in  polyester  which  is  a 
main  component  of  the  clothing 
industry.  Asia  produces  half  of  the 
world’s  polyester  and  the  down- 
stream demand  is  expanding. 

EDMONTON  AVIATION  FIRM 
WINS  DEFENCE  CONTRACT 

Edmonton’s  CAE  Aviation  has  won  a 
$1.9  million  Defence  Department  con- 
tract for  a new  electronic  simulation 
training  pod.  CAE  will  design,  test  and 
install  the  new  pod  on  an  air  force 
CT133  single-engine  jet.  Aircraft 
equipped  with  the  pods  simulate  elec- 
trical interference  that  may  jam  aircraft 
radar,  navigation,  and  communication 
systems.  Once  tested,  CAE  Aviation 
will  manufacture  nine  additional  modi- 
fication kits,  which  include  the  pods 
and  the  equipment  necessary  to 
install  them  on  the  CT133. 


EXPANSIONS  FOR  CELANESE 

A $12  million  expansion  including  $3 
million  to  increase  production  of  vinyl 
acetate,  the  key  component  in  latex 
paint,  is  in  the  works  for  Cefanese 
Canada  Inc.,  of  Edmonton.  Expansion 
of  the  vinyl  acetate  plant,  which  is 
also  used  for  glue  and  resins  in 
paper,  is  nearly  complete  and  will 
increase  production  by  10,000  to 

15.000  tonnes  annually.  Also  on  the 
drawing  board  are  plans  to  spend  $1 
million  on  expansion  of  methanol  pro- 
duction and  $9  million  on  future 
projects  including  chemical  recovery. 
Nationally,  Celanese  Canada  Inc.  had 
sales  of  $448.5  million  in  1993  and 
net  income  of  $60.5  million.  The  com- 
pany exports  about  65  percent  of  the 
petrochemical  products  which  are 
used  by  manufacturers  to  make  mer- 
chandise for  store  shelves. 

INCREASED  ETHYLENE 

PRODUCTION  FOR 

DOW  - FORT  SASKATCHEWAN 

Dow  Chemical  of  Canada  Inc.  has 

opened  a $800  million  hydrocarbon 
petrochemical  facility  at  Fort 
Saskatchewan  that  doubles  the 
plant’s  polyethylene  production.  The 
project,  which  came  in  under  budget 
and  a month  ahead  of  schedule,  will 
see  the  facility  go  into  production  at  a 
time  when  demand  for  the  plant’s  eth- 
ylene and  derivatives  is  high  and 
supply  is  low.  Production  will  rise  to 

360.000  tonnes  per  year  from 

180.000  tonnes. 


About  one-third  of  the  facilities  ethyl- 
ene production  will  go  to  Alberta  and 
Orient  Glycol  Co.  Ltd.  and  a another 
third  to  Dow’s  polyethylene  produc- 
tion at  the  site  with  the  remaining 
going  to  other  Dow  derivative  plants 
in  Canada. 

FORESTRY  SECTOR  GROWS 

Forestry,  which  employs  50,000  work- 
ers, is  Alberta’s  fourth  largest  industry 
and  is  growing  according  to  a study 
released  by  Price  Waterhouse  in 
September  1994.  Alberta’s  forest 
industry  will  ship  $2.5  billion  of  prod- 
ucts in  1994,  up  from  $1.7  billion  the 
year  before.  Although  most  of  the  $4 
billion  in  forestry  development  which 
has  occurred  since  1986  has  taken 
place  north  of  Edmonton,  many 
industry  related  jobs  have  been  cre- 
ated in  the  Calgary  area. 

Calgary  has  a large  value-added 
wood  processing  industry.  A large 
amount  of  growth  has  taken  place  in 
such  areas  as  specialty  cabinet 
making  shops  and  window-manufac- 
turing plants. 

About  19,500  jobs  remain  in  the  pri- 
mary side  of  the  industry,  the  cutting 
and  milling.  However  the  remaining 
30,500  jobs  exist  primarily  in 
Edmonton  and  Calgary.  This  sec- 
ondary side  of  the  industry  is 
expected  to  grow  significantly  over 
the  next  five  to  seven  years  as  a 
result  of  the  $3  billion  to  $4  billion  in 
new  forestry  development.

Frontec  Logistics  Corp.  of 

Edmonton  will  run  the  United  States 
Air  Force  Alaska  Radar  System 
as  part  of  $100  million  (U.S.) 


contract.  Under  the  terms  of  the 
contract,  Frontec  and  Piquniq 
Management  Corporation,  an  Alaska 
native-owned  company,  will  be 
responsible  for  the  complete  staffing 
and  day-to-day  operation  of  17  long 
range  and  three  short  range  radar 
sites.  Frontec  does  similar  work  for 
Canada’s  segment  of  the  North 
American  warning  system,  and  since 
1988  has  operated  and  maintained 
1 1 long  range  and  36  short  range 
sites  in  the  Canadian  Arctic  and  the 
Labrador  coast.  The  contract  with  the 
Alaska  warning  system  is  for  one  year 
with  four  option  years.

Burnaby  based  Brio  Industries  Inc.  is 
pouring  nearly  $8  million  into  expan- 
sions of  two  Edmonton  based 
manufacturers  which  it  bought  in 
1993.  Approximately  $3.5  million  will 
be  invested  into  JB  Food  Industries 
(Western)  Inc.  JB  Food,  which  makes 
private-label  fruit  juices  and  drinks 
for  Safeway,  Save-On-Foods  and 
Superstore  among  others,  will  move 
from  its  present  1,400  square  metre 
plant  to  a 4,600  square  metre  build- 
ing. New  contracts  will  triple  output 
from  10  million  litres  per  year  to  34 
million  and  employment  will  double  to 
65  workers.  The  company  is  forecast- 
ing its  annual  revenues  will  rise  to  $9 
million  from  $4  million.
